Is Eddie Phillips a second Valentino’ 

This is the question asked recently in 
the dramatic column of a well-known local 
critic in a review of the Max Graff produc- 
tion, “The Fog,” a Metro release at a local 
theater. And perhaps fans have asked the 
Same question 

Phillips is a Phitedelphia boy, 23 years 
of age, who, while a freshman at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, decided he would 
rather be an actor than a civil engineer. 
Selling his books for what they would bring 
at the end of the first semester, he boarded 
a train for New York City to seek fame and 
fortune. Eddie's total bankroll at the time 
was $27.50. 

His was the story of many another ambi- 
tious youth without friends in the metrop- 


olis. In a very short time he was penni- 
less and hungry. When things seemed 
most desperate, Phillips secured his first 


job, that of a “super” 
“Chu-Chin-Chow.” 

These were hard days for young Phillips 
that followed. His parents had strenuously 
opposed a stage cureer and his pride re- 
fused to let him call upon them for help. 

During the first year Phillips managed to 
koep from starvation by playing extra bits 
in various types of stage productions, 
among them being Lionel Barrymore's “The 
Copperhead.” 

Then came his big chance and he was 
wideawake and more than willing to grab 
it Through a friend, young Phillips learned 
that Mary Pickford, who was in New York

ut the ‘time, wanted a young Italian actor 
for the juvenile lead in her coming produc 
tion, “The Love Light.” Phillips is tall 
slender and dark-—-almost swarthy of con: 
plexion, with large, brown eyes of the true 
Latin type. He decided that this was op- 
portunity knocking, the very chance he had 
been waiting for. 

Eddie had a speaking acquaintance with 
an Italian lad of about his own years who 
vended papers on a street corner not far 
from Phillips's little hall be¢room. With 
the aid of this newsboy instructor he 
started to transform himself into an Italian. 
He practiced his tutor’s broken English un- 
til he became almog letter-perfect. 

Came then the big test. Phillips didn't 
dare wait longer for fear some genuine 
Italian might snap up the part. 

He managed to secure an appointment 
with Mary Pickford. With an Italian paper 
sticking out of his coat pocket and an ac- 
cent so strong it was almost unintelligible, 
he represented himself as a young stage 
actor born in Naples. And after a few 
questions, evidently satisfactorily answere¢ , 
Miss Pickford engaged him for the part. 

The picture was to be made in Hollywood 
and Phillips kept as far away as possible 
from Miss Pickford and her company until 
the time for the train to leave. He was 
afraid his deception would be discovered 
and the part taken from him. 

The trip to California was almost over 
before Miss Pickford discovered the ltalian 
juvenile she had engaged was born in Phila.

“A stage producer has long conferences 
with the author of the play he is going to 
produce. These conferences usually lead to 
a revision of the play, and many weeks are 
spent upon this work. Then when the cast 
is chosen about three weeks are apent at 
rehearsals— weeks which carry no salaries 
for the actors. 


“In all probability the play will be greatly 
changed, perhaps almost rewritten, during 
rehearsals. Finally, when every word anid 
vesture has been carefully studied, the play 
is given a tryout in some small town. 
After the {fry-out it is usually changed 
agaia, and then rehearsed some more before 
the formal opening. And it will be an 
unusual production if the producer is out 
of pocket more than $10,000 before the 
first performance. 

“Then consider picture-making 
mous sums are paid for novels or plays 
which are possibly not adaptable for screen 
use. They are often rewritten to the point 
that nothing is left of the original except 


the title, and probably that is changed be- 
fore the film is released. 

“Then, with an expensive cast and with 
costly sets, ‘shooting’ is begun, and many 
times the directors practically ignore the 
script and improvise scenes as they go 
along. The expense of production makes 
rehearsals comparable to stage rehearsals 
impossible. The money involved is always 
much more than the money tied up in a 
stage play, and if the film does not please 
it is a loss, for even recutting will not al- 
Ways save a poor film, and the cast cannot 
be reassembled to take new sequences.” 

But Mr. Stahl does not work in the hap 
bazard manner which he criticises. He cuts 
his own production, so he knows what he 
wants before he begins. Which probably 
‘xplains why he ranks with the leading 
directors of filmdom.

The only serious critieism to be made of 
‘Which Shall It Be?” is a double exposure 
used to show the city brother's yearning 
for a child. Maybe wealthy bachelors do 
yearn for children—one never can tell 
about wealthy bachelors—but never do 
their yearnings take the form of shadowy 
little girls coming through the door. The 
same effect might have been put over with 
greater emphasis by means of facial ex- 
pression, but then perhaps David Torrence, 
who played the part, couldn't quite achieve 
this. 

Two or three sequences in the picture 
should be cut. The most manifest of them 
is the same Mr. Torrence’s reminiscences 
with the old family album. Another is the 
parting of the selected child from her par- 
ents, which, although exceptionally realis- 
tically done, gets on one's nerves a bit after 
it becomes protracted. 

At one juncture, instead of overemphasiz- 
ing a situation, Mr. Hoffman has neglected 
it. The scene happens to be comedy—a 
postman stops his rig to read a postcard 
contained in his batch of mail. He should 
have dropped the reins on the nag's neck, 
allowing it to follow the usual round, while 
he read all the mail, the episode appearing 
to the audience as a regular occurrence. 


These, however, are not criticisms so 
much as suggestons. Nowhere in the en- 
tire picture do the senses sustain any sud. 
den shock. 


Summed up, the whole merit of “Which 
Shall It Be?” lies in the fact that it can. 
not be spoken of as “a production.’ I[t is 
one of those charming little things which, 
so seldom found in the theater, may be 
watched effortlessly with eminent pleasure. 
Compared with the ever-present “super- 
spectacie,” it is as gratifying as a well- 
wrought miniature: less pretentious, but in 
nowise leas perfect.

Now that some of the film producers are 
getting over their censorphobia and are 
really trying to put out some plays for the 
classes, as well as the masses, it might be 
just as well to remark a few changes, both 
accomplished and necessary, in the charac.

OODROW WILSON’S SPEECH 

Woodrow Wilson's embittered denun- 
ciation of the conduct of the United States 
government in abandoning Europe and Eu- 
rope’s problems is the echo of one of the 
most tragic failures in the history of world 
diplomacy. 

No reader of The Times can be in any 
doubt as to the opinion of this newspaper 
in reference to the League of Nations. 

The United States should not have 

washed its hands of Europe; should not 
now refuse its responsibilities in the mat- 
ter of bringing back a firm and secure peace 
to the world. 
_ At the same time, it is a fact not to be 
avoided that Mr. Wilson himself is not 
without blame and responsibility in the 
matter. 

It is idle to try to follow all the tracks

Nevertheless, it cannot be denied that 
Mr. Wilson made a terrible mess of a ter- 
rible crisis in the world’s history. 

In ruthless egotism he rejected the op- 
portunity to call into counsel Americans 
like Elihu Root and Judge Taft and Walter 
Page, the Ambassador to Great Britain— 
men trained in law and diplomacy. 

Inexperienced in the intricate and subtle 
game of diplomacy, impatient and intoler- 
ant of compromises, imperfectly informed 
on the myriad issues of European politics, 
Mr. Wilson attempted to carry off the situa- 
tion like a crusader—with a grand gesture. 

He failed and the world is paying sorely 
for the failure. 

No one will deny to Mr. Wilson full credit 
for his ideals—for the sublime ambition to 
bring permanent peace to the world and 
safeguard the youth of every land from 
the prospect of giving and taking life on 
the battlefield. 

To that extent history and posterity must 
yield him tribute. 

Unfortunately he made a mess of trying 
to make his dream come true. 

Some sort of a league of nations—some 
sort of peace pact between the great pow- 
ers—may yet be achieved some day with 
the United States leading the crusade. 

But the accomplishment must be in the 
hands of statesmen of a different type from 
Woodrow Wilson. 


REN’S BOOK WEEK 

This is National Children’s Book Week— 
probably instituted by highly interested 
publishers—but nevertheless seven days in 
which children’s books are to receive spe- 
cial attention. 
But children should not only be encour- 
aged to be book readers and book lovers, 
but also to develop book altruism, book 
consideration, book honesty. 
No one really respects and loves books 
who does not appreciate that other people 
love and treasure them, too, and respect 
other people's property rights in them. 
One of the greatest embarrassments that 
libraries suffer from is the carelessness 
and sometimes downright dishonesty which 
is meted out to them by borrowers. “Lost, 
stolen or strayed” is the fate of so many 
books, selfishly borrowed from the public 
libraries by irresponsible people. And, as 
the school libraries will bear witness, many 
children acquire this reprehensible habit at 
a very tender age. 

There is something rather pathetic, for 
instance, about that ‘announcement of the 
Los Angeles High School library that this 
“Children’s Book Week” will be celebrated 
as an “Old Home Book Week” by that school. 
This school library has been depleted of 
hundreds of books through the carelessness 
and indifference of children. The authori- 
ties have purposely avoided making stern, 
harsh rules for borrowers in their endeavor 
to popularize good reading among the chil- 
dren. So it is very easy not to return a 
book to a high-school library. 

This week the children are being im- 
plored to return as many strayed books as 
possible, with the dubious moral “no ques- 
tions asked and no fines exacted.” They 
are reminded that others are denied the 
pleasure of these books by their indiffer- 
ence and irresponsibility. 

Book-lovers love to lend their books, to 
share their pleasure with as many of their 
fellows as possible. But many a book-lov- 
er’s heart has been broken by this human 
selfish weakness of irresponsibility. It is 
quite as important to inculcate the rising 
generation with their duties toward bor- 
rowed books and book-lenders as it is to 
imbue them with a taste for good reading. 
Both are equally essential in character- 
building. 

The reading is for their own pleasure and 
enlightenment—but the prompt return of 
borrowed books, whether from friends or 
libraries—benefits others.

seams or plain seams with edges 
bound with silk seam binding are 
best. For the looser slip, 
seams are permissable under the 
arms, and as a slip usually has 
fullness allowed above the 
line, the joining of the gathered 
skirt section to the plain upper sec- 
tion, may be also bound with seam 
binding. This seam should be made 
before the side seams are stitched. 
A half-inch bias facing of the 
silk hemmed on the wrong side, 
or a narrow lace edging covering 
a small turning of the lining are 
correct flat finishes for both neck 
and armseye. A satisfactory finish 
for the camisole type neckline is 
an inch hem turned to the wrong 
side with an eyelet, for ribbon, also 
on the wrong side. The trimming 
should be simple and not distract 
attention from the lines of a sheer 
frock. Hemsatitching or folds of 


flesh tulle make an excellent fin- 
ish.

Mrs. Bertha Diamond's suit to 
recover custody of her 6-year-old
